But it is an invocation ‘of a_ very 
tattered document, says the Christ- 
ian Science Monitor. Japan viclat- 
ed the agreement in 1931 in Man- 
churin. So confused wae the situn- 
tlon. that for some time It- was 
legally diMcult to “pin” anything 
on Tokyo. But as: soon a8 Japan 
signed ‘n treaty with a political 
subdivision of Chin —namely, the 
puppet state of Mhnchukuo—re- 
cognising Its secession from Chinn, 
all casuistry was removed. Then 
it became plain that Japan had 
broken its Nine-Power pledge to 
“respect and observe the territorial 
integrity and political and admin-

istrative independence of — the 
Chinese Republic.” Apparently 
the demands made upon the 


Chinese in North China are violn- 
tive of at least the administrative 
indepencence of Chinn.

BRITISH OPENINGS 
IN CHINA 


Increasing interest is being 
taken at Home in’ future com- 
mercial and financial possibili- 
ties in’ China. Leading Man- 
chester industrialists in the 
textile chemicals and engineer- 
ing spheres have just had a con- 
ference at the Board .of Trade, 
which was attended by Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross, the Gov- 
ernment economic adviser, who 
is shortly coming East — to 
investigate the economie and 
financial situation, and who has 
taken careful note of the opinions 
expressed by the Lancashire 
delegates. Refusing to take a 
gloomy view of China's future, 
and recognising the progress 
achieved by the Nanking Govern- 
ment in fuce of extreme difMficul- 


ties, these business men have 
reached the  conelusion . that 


Britain's laisse: faire poliey in 
the Far East must be replaced 
by something more active. 
Japanese competition naturally 
figures largely in the picture, but 
the view is held that Britain 
and) Japan can very well ‘co- 
operate in pursuing the welfare 
East, cach in its own 
sphere, on a basis of due recogni- 
tion of the interests of all, 
Chinese and foreign alike. Such 
co-operation, there is every ren- 
son to think, would be welcomed 
by China; there certainly can be 
no assumption of special pri- 
viJeges by any one country: the 
principle of the Open Deor must 
be respected, with China's right 
to control her own destiny: in no 
was impaired. Britain is pre- 
‘pared to work hand in hand with 


China on such a-basis, and it is: 


a hopeful sign of the Govern- 
ment’s~ practical interest cin 
future developments that Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross is being 
sent out on a special mission 
which should ‘prove of immense 
value. Coincident with the con- 
ference to which we have alluded, 
the Chairman, of the American 
Economic Mission has pointed to 
the potential value of openings in 
China, a circumstance ‘ which 
shows that the United States, 
as well as Britain, is determined 
not to be shut out of the China 
markets.

NEGATIVE VIRTUES. 


The value of the’ Nine-Power 
Pact lay. in its negative virtues. 
It restrained the plunderers. The 
brenthing spell, it was hoped, 
would pronivte political reconstruc- 
tion by the Chinese themselves. 
But China, instead of growing 
strong and united behind this ram- 
part of repressed imperialisms, 
sank into weakness and disunity. 
In 1931 Japan threw off all res- 
traints of the Nine-Power Pact and 
invaded Manchuria, What was re- 
quired before 1931 was a recogni- 
tion of Chinese realities. By for- 
eign reconstruction China might 
have been saved bath from itself 
and from its predatory neighbour 
—a neighbour which, because of 
propinquity alone, could not afford 
the patience displayed by the other 
foreign powers. Even after the 
Manchurian incident a prompt 
renssembling of the Nine Powers 
with the same end in view might 
have checked Jnpancse imperialism. 
Other pacts, however, got in the 
way, and the facts awaited clari- 
fication till the Lytton Commission 
went belatedly to the grotind. By 
that time the Japanese military 
were in control of Japan as well 
as Manchuria. Now they are in 
control of peru China. In all 
probability the J apanexe: Foreign 
Office is as much in the dark as 
any other. It would be quixotic 
to expect any rush from the West 
to aid China while that country 
cannot find a unity in the-face of 
un foreign foe. . So Jap an has seem~ 
ingly a clear puith before it. The 
price of pursuing it, however, may 
he a heavy one to a nation w hich 
sooner or later must live with 
China and with the world.

East's correct opening is the 
king of hearts, und aithough the 
declarer can win ‘the trick in his 
own hand with the ace, he trumps 
in dummy with the three of 
spades, . thoroby..retaining control 
of the suit. The queen of spades 
is returned from dummy which 
West wins with the ace. 

If West were to muke the mis- 
take of returning a apade in an 
endeavour to stop the declarer 
from ruffling another heart -in 
dummy, North’and South would 
make a small slam. West must 
reason that the declarer certainly 
holds the ace of hearts or would 
have attempted to ruf€ hearts be- 
fore leading trump. 

Aa the club suit is solid in the 
dummy and will probably provide 
the declarer with enough discards, 
West must-further reason that the 
only possible chance they have for 
a trick is to find the ace of din- 
monds in his partner’s hand, Even 
if the declurer holds the ace of 
diamonds, there -is ‘no harm done 
with the diamond lead, so West 
leads the four of diamonds which 
East wins with the ace, returning 
the nine of diamonds, dummy 
plays the cight, West wins the trick 
with the king, declarer false- 
carding with the ten.
